Tliis moans you get just 
half the benefit laxwise that 
you would get if they could 
be treated as an e.xpen.=e. 
The Nevr York Stock Ex¬ 
change haus propo.-!ed a 
change in the law to allow 
individuals to charge these 
commissions as expenses, 
but no such legislation has 
been passed.

Lunches To School 
Students Reduced 
As of May 1st 

The trustees of the school 
board at their meeting of 
Tuesday, April 29 voted to 
rediiice the cost of elemen¬ 
tary plate lunch from 50 
cents to forty-five cents and 
llie secondary plate hmch 
from sixty cents to fifty-five 
cents effective as of May 1. 

This was recommeriided e.s 
the result of reemmenda- 
tions to Dr. Joe Zeronian 
from Eileen E. Grant, food 
services director. Her report 
was as follows: 

The Food Service fund of 
the Pa.sadena Unified School 
District has receiv^ed' an ad¬ 
ditional $.0575 from the state 
this fall which was .unex¬ 
pected. 

It is unacceptable to the 
Sta.te Food and Nutrition 
Division that we charge tim 
sliudents more than t h e 
lunch costs. We are present¬ 
ly receiving $.1175 for the 
type "A” lunch at the ele¬ 
mentary level from the state 
plus 50 cents from the stu¬ 
dent, which brings it up to 
$.61’75. The limcb, co.?ts us 
55 cents. 

On the secondary level, we 
are receivirg $.1175 from the 
state plus 60 cents from the 
student, which brings the 
total funding up- to $.7175. 
The lunch costs .iis 65 cents. 

Tire food service budget 
has been able to pick up 
more- and more fringe bene¬ 
fits from the general fund 
and should boable to in¬ 
crease the total 1o $75,000 in 
this sohool year. 

The price reduction can be 
continued into the next 
school yea.r, providing the 
slate continues with the re¬ 
imbursement.

The minimum rules re¬ 
quire tliat water flows be 
available ranging from be¬ 
tween 250 gallons per min¬ 
ute for rural areas and 2,500 
gallons per minute ft'r areas 
dedicated to multiple resi- 
.dential housing and heavy 
commercial or indlust rial 
tracts. 


The ruling also applies to 
replacement of facili ties 
when needed. Replacement 
ebsts will be borne by the 
water companies. 


Pressure of not less than 
40 nor more than 125 pounds 
per squa,re inch gauge are to 
be maintaned. 

Any new mains to which 
a fire hydrant may be at¬ 
tached must be at least six 
inciies in diameter. 

Each water utility must 
provide at least tWo inde¬ 
pendent sources of water. 

The PUC ruling applies to 
all new construe t i o n of 
water facilities needed to 
serve new d'evelopm e n t s. 
The developer ig to advaince 
the entire cost of new facili 
tics and will be reimbursed 
by the water companies at 
the rate of 22 per cent of re¬ 
venues received from the 
development per j-ear. 


The PUC said: that its 
standard's were to be con¬ 
sidered minimum. If indivi¬ 
dual fire protection agencies 
require higher standards, the 
water companies serving 
those areas m-ust construct 
or replace facilities to meet 
them. Costs of facilities 
above the minimum will be 
paid by the developer. 

Tire PUC opened its in¬ 
vestigation into the guestion 
of adequate fire protection 
in August, 1971. 


Mauv da.j's of public hear¬ 
ing wore held, ending last 
May 16, with -briefs on the 
s-ubject filed last October 18. 

Participating in the pro¬ 
ceeding among others were 
the CaJifonnia Fire Chiefs 
A.ssociaiion, numerous coun¬ 
ty and city fire agencie.s, 
water companies unrlcr PUC 
jurisdiction, and the PUC 
staff.

“Many teachers reject the 
notion that compulsory un¬ 
ionism, agency sh.op forced 
fees, and the right to striko 
will improve the q-jality of 
education,” Collier said. This 
bill would prohibit educa¬ 
tion-disrupting strikes by 
public school employees. 
Additionally, the measure Rose Bowl 
makes it illegal to comixd 
teachers to join a union or 
pay union dues in order to 
leach in California public 
schools. 

“Since the right to join or 
refuse to join a union is 
fundamental to our system 
of government, common 
sen.se along .should guaran¬ 
tee adoption of this provi¬ 
sion.

John VV. Gardner, national chairman of Common Cause 
in an April 24, ]97.'5 broadcast said the new campaign laws 
enacted by the iircshnt Congress were a “sham” and a 
“fraud” so lull of loopholes for Congressmen that there 
were very tew, if any real i-ostrictions on money to be 
raised for Congressional campaigns. If Gardner is right, 
all this talk wo hoar about the new responsibility in the 
Congrt'ss is just a lot of “hot air.’’ This is essentially 
what I said last year when the laws were enacated.. 

Chief of Police Edward M. Davis, speaking to a con¬ 
vention of city mayors in San Diego said: “I can tcdl 
you that today’s law enforcement cannot protect you.’’ 
“So If law enforcement agencies can not insure your pro- 
Iwtion, it IxH-omcs your individual responsibility.” 

This is the very same thing former Chief of Police 
William Parker told me years ago. Both Chief Davis and 
Chief Parker took the same position on gun control. 'Fhey 
opposcxl gun control on the ground that it would not re¬ 
duce crime but would simply deprive law abiding citizens 
of a bask: protection essential to survival. 

Here they come again: The American Civil Liberties 
Union. 'They are protesting the security measures taken 
by the Superior Court in San Rafael, during the murder 
trial of so called “soldiers” in the .SLA. 

The court has established strict security at this trial 
Ix'cause of the murder of four people and the Judge in 
Marin County, in a similar murder trial ni 1970. 

It s«’ems to mo that because we must hold trials for 
allegcHl murderers any judge in any court would be very 
remiss in his obligations if ho failed to protect the people
